THE COAS/OC DECIDES 

I,. That no American Republic referred to in the preceding paragraph 
shall establish or permit the establishment within its territory of 
nuclear weapons, missiles capable or carrying nuclear warheads or 
nuclear delivery systems; 

2. That upon the allegation by any American Republic that a Member 
State is failing to comply with or is preparing to violate paragraph 1 of 
this Resolution, that State shall permit without delay duly qualified 
observers appointed by the appropriate body of the OAS to enter its 
territory for the purpose of verifying the truth or falsity of the 
allegations. 
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
